Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Eighth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Bispham-with-Norbreck,  and  also  the  Third  Annual  Report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  year  1910. 

PART  1. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

At  the  Census  taken  in  1901  the  population  of  Bispham- 
with-Norbreck  was  found  to  be  985.  During  the  year  1910, 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  District  was  estimated 
at  500.  Allowing  4.5  persons  per  inhabited  house,  the 
population  would  reach  2,250. 
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Density  of  Population. 

The  mean  Density  of  Population  for  the  whole  District  is 
equal  to  .63  persons  per  acre. 

Area. 


The  whole  Area  comprises  1,433  acres. 

Elevation. 

'I'he  Elevation  on  the  sea  front  varies  from  15  feet  to  90 
feet  above  Ordnance  Datum,  viz.

During  the  year  there  were  35  Births  registered  in  the 
District  (19  males  and  16  females). 

One  Birth  was  registered  as  being  illegitimate. 

The  Birth-Rate  is  equal  to  15.55  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation per  annum,  which  is  a little  lower  than  the  previous 
3'ear.

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The  Birth-Rate  is  certainly  very  much  below  the  average 
of  England  and  Wales  ; but,  as  I have  pointed  out  in  my 
previous  reports,  it  is  easily  accounted  for  when  one  takes  into 
consideration  that  a great  many  people  who  are  beyond  middle 
age  come  to  reside  in  the  District. 

The  Birth-Rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  j^ear 
igio  was  equal  to  21.8. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  37 
(22  males  and  15  females).  Of  these  deaths,  three  were  of 
residents  who  died  outside  the  District,  but  on  account  of 
dying  in  Public  Institutions  they  have  to  be  included  in  the 
Residential  Death-Rate.  Eleven  of  the  deaths  were  of 
persons  staying  temporarily  in  the  District,  and  are  not 
included  in  the  population  of  2,250,  but,  nevertheless,  they 
have  to  be  included  in  the  General  Death-Rate. 

Deducting  the  non-residents,  there  remained  26  deaths 
as  belonging  to  the  District. 

The  Residential  Death-Rate  is  equal  to  11.55  per  1,000 
of  the  population  per  annum.

The  Gross  Death-Rate,  that  is,  including  residents,  non- 
residents, accidental  deaths,  non-certified  deaths,  and  persons 
found  dead  on  the  foreshore  amounts  to  16.44  P^r  1,000  of  the 
population  per  annum. 
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The  Deaths  from  all  causes  for  England  and  Wales  during 
the  year  1910  equals  13.4. 


Infant  Mortaijtv. 

There  was  only  one  Death  registered  under  one  5’car  old 
(male),  and  35  Births  registered  ; therefore,  the  Infant 
Mortality  reached  28  per  1,000  births,  or  .44  per  1,000  of  the 
population  per  annum. 

The  age  of  the  child  was  one  day,  and  the  cause  of  death 
was  certified  as  Ashtenia. 

This  is  by  far  the  lowest  death-rate  of  infants  on  record 
in  your  District. 

The  Infant  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  106  per 
1,000  births.

Zymotic  Death-Rate. 


By  this  is  meant  the  deaths  at  all  ages  which  liaue 
occurred  during  the  year  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic 
Diseases,  viz..  Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Eever,  Diphtheria, 
and  Membranous  Croup,  Whooping  Cough,  Eever,  including 
Typhoid,  Typhus,  and  Continued,  and  Diarrhoea. 
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Two  deaths  were  registered,  viz.,  Diphtheria. 

The  Zymotic  Death-Rate  equals  .88  per  i,ooo  of  the 
population  per  annum. 

Accident.\l  DE-\THS. 

The  number  of  deaths  classified  under  this  heading  was 
three,  including  two  persons  found  drowned. 

The  Accidental  Death-Rate  equals  1.33  per  i,ooo  of  the 
population  per  annum. 


Inquests. 

Three  Inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  making  a Rate 
of  1.33  per  1,000. 

At  the  Inquests  the  following  verdicts  were  arrived  at  : — 

(1)  Found  drowned. 

(2)  Found  drowned. 

(3)  Effects  of  injuries  received  through  falling  out  of  a 

window  whilst  suffering  from  delusions  following  an 

Apopletic  Stroke. 

Two  other  deaths  were  notified  to  tlie  District  Coroner, 
who  did  not  deem  it  necessary'  to  hold  inquests  ; therefore, 
the  two  deaths  are  classified  as  uncertified. 

Diseases  of  the  Respir.atory  System. 

There  were  five  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  one 
from  Pneumonia  and  four  from  Bronchitis,  which  make  a 
rate  of  2.22  per  1,000  of  the  population  per  annum. 

Diseases  of  the  Circul.-vtory  System. 

There  were  eight  deaths  registered  due  to  the  Diseases  of 
the  Circulatory  System,  viz..  Heart  Disease,  five  ; Apoplexy, 
three. 

The  rate  is  equal  to  3.55  per  1,000. 
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Phthisis. 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year  from  Pulmonary 
Phthisis,  or  Consumption. 

On  enquiries  being  made  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
unfortunate  lady  was  well  advanced  in  Phthisis  before  coming 
to  reside  in  the  District. 

Death-Rate  from  Phthisis  equals  .44  per  1,000. 

Cancer. 

Three  deaths  were  reported  from  Cancer,  which  equals 
a death-rate  of  1.33  per  1,000.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  twenty-two  cases  of  Compulsory 
Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  : fourteen  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  seven  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  one  case  of 
Erysipelas. 

In  Table  E will  be  found  in  a tabulated  form  a classifica- 
tion showing  the  ages  of  the  persons  attacked.  Table  F will 
show  the  cases  reported  for  each  month  of  the  year.

Measles. 


]\Ieasles  is  not  a Compulsory  Notifiable  Disease  in  your 
District,  but  when  cases  are  notified  the  usual  precautions  as 
to  Isolation  and  Disinfection  are  carried  out. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet 
I'ever  which  prevailed  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1909 
had  not  abated  ; so,  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  Sanitary  Authority  aurhorised  the  closing  of  the 
Endowed  vSchool  from  February  5th  to  I'ebruary  28th,  as  17% 
of  the  children  were  absent  from  school,  and  4%  of  the  children 
were  actually  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  closing  of  the  school  seemed  to  have  a beneffcial 
effect,  as  only  one  case  was  notified  in  March,  one  in  April, 
and  one  in  J uly.  No  other  cases  were  notified  until  October. 

All  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  with  the  exception  of  two. 

Diphtheria. 

Seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year, 
one  during  the  month  of  February,  and  six  during  the  month 
of  July.  Two  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house,  and,  no 
doubt,  one  contracted  the  disease  from  the  other,  as  they 
were  in  the  habit  of  sleeping  together. 

All  the  children,  with  the  exception  of  one,  went  to  the 
Endowed  School,  and  four  of  the  children  were  in  the  same 
class. 

\ our  IMedical  Officer  advised  the  flushing  and  disin- 
fection of  the  drains  and  of  the  main  sew^er,  with  the  result 
that  no  other  cases  occurred. 

All  the  cases,  with  the  exception  of  one,  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 


Ery.sipela.s. 

One  case  of  I-rysipelas  was  notified  during  the  month 
of  April,  which  was  the  result  of  an  injury.

Precautions  taken  Against  the  spread  of  Infectious 

Disease. 

In  every  suitable  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,. 
Typhoid  Fever,  or  Puerperal  Fever,  the  JMedical  Officer  of 
Health  advises  the  parents  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Moss 
Side  Infectious  Hospital,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  isolate 
Infectious  cases  at  home. 

Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  is  the  I'ylde  Joint 
Hospital,  situated  at  INIoss  Side,  near  Lytham,  and  is  some 
12  miles  from  the  District. 

There  are  no  specified  number  of  beds  assigned  to  each 
District  of  the  I'ylde,  but  the  cases  are  taken  into  the  Hospital 
from  the  different  Districts  as  required. 

There  are  24  beds  and  nine  cots  in  the  Hospital  for  Scarlet 
Fever,  eight  beds  for  Enteric,  and  four  beds  for  Diphtheria. 


Disinfection. 


After  cases  of  the  chief  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease, 
the  houses  are  sprayed  with  a 1%  solution  of  formaline  by 
means  of  a special  formaline  spray. 

In  the  case  of  Notifial:)le  Infectious  Disease  such  as 
Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea, 
the  drains  are  tested  with  smoke  and  flushed  with  a solution 
of  Chloride  of  Dime. 

In  the  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  special  bins  are  used  in  the 
District.  These  bins  are  charged  with  a disinfectant,  and  are 
used  to  receive  the  excreta. 

On  request,  any  house  in  which  there  has  been  a Xon- 
Xotifiable  Infectious  Disease,  as  Phthisis,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Chicken-pox,  &c.,  is  disinfected  free  of  cost. 
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Disinfectants  are  distributed  on  application  at  the 
Council  Offices,  free  of  charge. 

Circulars  are  forwarded  to  houses  where  Infectious 
Disease  exist,  recommending  special  precautions  to  be  taken 
so  as  to  diminish,  as  far  as  possible,  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  Tables  showing  \dtal 
Statistics  for  England  and  Wales,  1910  ; Wtal  vStatistics  for 
separate  localities  of  your  District,  1910  ; Causes  of  and 
Ages  at  Death  during  the  year  1910  ; Cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  notified,  and  in  what  month  they  occurred  ; also  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  notified  at  ages  and  3'ears. 

SANBTATiON. 

Soil. — The  Soil  of  the  District  abutting  on  the  sea-board 
is  of  a marlv  character,  about  six  feet  in  thickness,  overlavimi 
beds  of  gravel  and  sand  twent>^  to  thirty  feet  in  thickness, 
the  latter  acting  as  a natural  drainage.  IMore  inland,  the  soil 
varies  to  a great  degree.  In  a few  isolated  places  it  is  of  pure 
clay  ; in  other  places  it  is  of  pure  sand  to  a depth  of  thirtv 
feet,  but  generally  speaking  it  is  marly.

Household  Refuse.-  Tlie  collection  of  household  refuse 
is  undertaken  I))*  the  Council. 

Ashtuhs.  The  ashtubs  throughout  the  District  have 
now  almost  been  dispensed  with,  and  ashbins  substituted 
These  are  emptied  once  a week. 

1 HE  Hoi  sehold  Reh  .siv  is  taken  and  deposited  at  the 
tip  at  Little  Hispham  and  covered  with  soil  as  the  excavation 
is  filled.  This,  however,  is  proving  a very  exiiensive  method 
of  dealing  with  the  same,  so  the  Council  have  decided  to  adopt 
a Crushing  Plant,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  do  awav  with  the 
neces.sity  of  ha\-ing  a tip. 
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The  Excreta  is  mostly  removed  by  the  “ Water 
Carriage  ” S5'stem. 

Part  of  the  Gynn  Estate  sewers  empty  (by  arrangement) 
into  the  Blackpool  Corporation  sewer,  which  discharges  into 
the  sea  at  dead  low  water. 

A sewer  should  be  laid  from  Albion  Avenue  to  Red  Bank 
Road,  to  drain  the  houses  in  the  Avenue  and  Westgate. 

The  question  of  the  sewering  of  Little  Bispham  (from 
IMossham  Lane  to  Bispham  Lodge),  Anchorsholme  Lane 
East  (from  I'leetwood  Road  to  I'lash  Meadow  Terrace),  and 
Blackpool  Road  (from  Myrtle  Bank  to  the  Boundary  with 
Carleton)  has  again  been  considered  by  the  Council  and 
deferred.  This  scheme  is  essential,  as  it  would  do  away  with 
certain  nuisances. 

The  Council  have  decided  that  all  the  houses  at  Norbreck 
which  are  at  present  not  connected  to  the  main  sewer  shall  be 
connected,  and  the  work  will  be  carried  out  during  the  coming 
year. 


Sewer  \’entii,.\tion. — There  is  no  complete  system  of 
sewer  ventilation  in  the  District,  but  a commencement  has 
been  made  of  ventilating  the  sewers  by  means  of  iron  columns 
30  feet  high  and  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  placed  in  such  a 
position  as  not  to  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to  the  inhab- 
itants. !Most  of  the  surface  ventilators  have  been  closed. 

Houses  in  outlying  Districts  have  Private  Tanks,  which 
are  emptied  periodically  by  the  Council. 

Privies. — There  are  28  Privies  and  14  Pails  still  in  the 
District,  and  these  should  be  converted  where  practicable. 

The  OrTFAix. 

The  OrTi-Ai.i,  is  a joint  one,  and  the  sewage  is  discharged 
at  a point  near  dead  low  water  into  the  sea  at  Anchorsholme. 
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The  works  consist  of  a vStor age- Culvert  and  an  iron  pipe 
outlet. 

The  question  of  the  constitution  of  the  Joint  Outfall 
Committee  has  now  been  settled,  and  it  would  be  advisable 
that  an  immediate  meeting  of  the  Committee  be  arranged 
to  discuss  the  nuisance  of  the  l)acking  up  of  the  sewage  during 
the  time  the  Storage  Culvert  is  tide-locked,  and  also  to  adopt 
a scheme  to  prevent  the  same. 

Private  Streets. 

Although  the  Council  obtained  sanction  from  the  Tocal 
Government  Board  in  igo8  to  borrow  the  mone}’  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  Private  Street  Improvements  to  Red  Bank 
Road  and  Hesketh  Place,  nothing  has  yet  been  done  ; and 
as  these  roads  are  now  in  a \'ery  bad  condition,  we  recommend 
that  the  work  be  commenced  forthwith. 

The  following  streets  are  also  in  a very  bad  condition, 
and  the  best  course  to  adopt  would  be  for  the  Council  to  serve 
the  usual  Statutory  Notices  on  the  owners,  etc. 

Queen’s  Drive,  from  the  Blackpool  Boundary  to  Rich- 
mond Place. 

Queen’s  Drive  from  Cavendish  Road  to  Xorbreck  Road. 

Cavendish  Road,  Frederick  Street,  Dale  Street,  Hesketh

Alexandra  Road  from  Red  Bank  Road  to  Arundel 
Avenue. 

Alexandra  Road  from  Xorbreck  Road  to  Balmoral  Road. 

Balmoral  Road,  Grosvenor  Road. 

All  the  Back  Streets  throughout  the  District. 

W'.-VlTvR  v^rPPI.V. 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  I'ylde  Water 
Board. 
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Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

The  ]\Iodel  Regulations  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  been  adopted  by  the  L'rban  District  Council. 

ig  Purveyors  of  milk  and  one  ice-cream  vendor  are  on 
the  register. 

All  the  Cowsheds  in  the  District  have  been  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  were  found  to  be  clean,  well  kept,  well 
lighted,  and  well  ventilated.  No  notices  have  been  served 
during  the  year. 

The  walls  of  all  the  cowsheds  should  be  properly  white- 
washed at  least  twice  every  year — once  during  the  month  of 
^lay,  and  once  during  the  month  of  October — and  at  such 
times  as  may  be  necessary. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  is  only  one  registered  slaughter  house  in  the 
District. 

During  the  year  58  inspections  have  been  made,  and  on 
each  occasion  the  slaughter  house  was  found  to  be  well  kept, 
and  the  meat  was  always  found  to  be  wholesome. 

MORTUARY. 


Three  bodies  have  been  taken  to  the  Mortuary  during 
the  year. 

EACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  132  of  the 
Act,  a report  has  be  be  specifically  made  out  on  the  admin- 
istration of  this  Act  on  Workshops  and  Workplaces,  and  a 
copy  dealing  with  this  subject  has  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

l'.\CTOKiE.s. — There  are  two  factories  in  the  District — 
(i)  The  Generating  Works  at  Bispham  in  connection  with 
the  Blackpool  and  Fleetwood  Tramways  ; (2)  the  Generating 
vStation  at  Cleveleys  Hydro.

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INvSPECTION  OF  NEW  HOl'SES. 

During  the  year,  470  inspections  of  new  property  have 
been  made.  At  every  house  the  water  carriage  system  has 
been  adopted.  Each  house  is  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Fylde  Water  Board’s  mains.  Every  drain  is  inspected  and 
tested  with  the  smoke  test  before  such  drain  is  allowed  to  be 
covered. 


OLD  DRAINS. 

During  the  year  the  drains  at  90  old  houses  were  tested, 
and  48  were  found  to  be  defective.  All  have  been  remedied 
on  modern  lines.  When  any  old  drains  are  found  to  be 
defective  a modern  and  improved  system  is  substituted. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Four  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  during  the 
year.  The  time  limit  is  four  minutes  per  half-hour.
